New Parintinc Macuine.—The London Des- 
patch of the 29th ult., says that “We announced 
a fortnight ago, that a gentleman named Little, 
connected with the Illustrated News, had suc- 
ceeded in bringing into operation a double-acting 
printing machine, capable of making 12,000 im- 
pressions in an hour. Since then we have seen 
a model of this machine in operation ; and though 
we are by no means sanguine that it will pro- 
duce 12,000 printed shgets in an hour, we have 
bo hesitation in sta that a pumber equal to 
10,500 may: be ‘+ worked off” (to use a technical 
phrase), in that period, thus doubling the work- 
ing of the fast machines constructed {o print the 
Dispatch and the Times. We look upon this 
invention as @ work of t mechanical: . 
ity and skill, and which may well be ranked 
with the “wonders of Science.” The working 
modet was made by a highly talented ‘youn 
eugineer, n«med: Foster ; and so complete aid 
this gentleman enter into the inventor’s views, 
that, after completing the —— drawings, 
not a single alteration was required in any part 
of it. e will proceed to givea popular des- 
cription of the machine, in order that the public 
may discover its merits. The machines em. 
ployed in printing the Dispatch have each four 
impression rollers. In the progress of the ty 
under these rollers, two of them are lifted by 
eccentric chucks, and thus only two impressions 
are given: by.a forward movement, and a like 
number in its backward ge, since two rol- 
lers are again similarly lifted.’ Im Mr. Little’s 
new machine, in the forward movement all the 
rollers act, and consequently produce four. im- 
pressions where the Dispate machines only 
throw off two. Then by a beautiful adaptation 
of the machinery, the rollers are instantly re- 
versed, without the slightest vibration, other- 
wise the printing would be ‘‘maekled,” or slight- 
ly double; and thus eight impressions are 
produced, where the Dispatch and the Times 
machines only produce four. There is one very 
novel feature in Mr. LittYe’s invention ; the 
tapes which convey the sheets to the type, run 
over rollers working on their own axles in a 
slide, which, by meons of a lever, shifts with 
the backward and forward moveméat of the 
carriage, and so the tapes accommodate them- 
selves to receive every sheet, to carry them to 
the ‘‘form,” or types, and thence, after being 
printed, to the “ se or -place where, when 
the printing is complete, they are deposited. 
By Mr, Little’s invention, the number of im- 
pression rollers may be multiplied, and, of course 
the amount of work greatly increased. The pro- |

of newspapers, if those newspapers happen to 
enjoy a large circulation, and to prirters in an 
extensive way of trade.

The above ere the exploits of the old English 
gang alone, and it will no doubt be a matter of 
some surprise to our correspondent to know that 
of the whole of the above list, there is to be 
found but a single man, whose name is not above 
reproach among the gonnaufs as a staunch thief, 
or in their own words as ‘‘a true man.’

The private errors which took no 
scope beyond himself, have been suffered to hide 
the virtues which sought the benefit of all the 
world. Death, however, has removed the only 
obstacle that stood before the eyes of Justice ; 
and hereafter his memory will be held in kind- 
ness and respect, by every man who truly knew 
him. : 

Tue Derearep City CHanrer.—The few 
votes given in favor of the City Charter recom- 
mended by the convention recently held in this 
city, has caused much inquiry, as many of its 
provisions were calculated to benefit the commu- 
nity at large, and decrease the enormous taxes 
now levied upon all. Our inquiries have led us to 
the conclusion that the most scandalous practices 
were resorted to by those interested in the de- 
feat of the Charter, as it is well known that the 
tickets were stolen from nearly every district 
before 10 o’clock on the morning of the election 
while in many of the others tickets never 
reached their place of destination at all. 

This Charter contained a wige, just and sound 
provision, securing to the laboring classes em- 
ployed by contractors, the payment for their 
labor, and reserving twenty-five per cent. of the 
contract as a surety for such payment. This 
provision brought out the hostility of every de- 
signing, dishonest contractor, and the shortness 
of time between the submission of the Charter 
and the election, prevented the working classes 
from having a proper understanding of its true 
merits. 

The Charter also extended jurisdiction to the 
Marine Court and Assistant Justices Courts to 
actions for the recovery of the sum of one hun- 
dred dollars. This produced the hostility and 
opposition of every Deputy Sheriff and every 
expectant for that office, as the consequent with- 
drawal of suits from the Common Pleas reduced 
their business and their usual fees of office. 

The Charter also contained a salutary provi- 
sion to lease the right of ferriage by auction 
only, and for no longer term than seven years, 
and also to prevent the sale of any property, 
right, privilege or franchise except in the same 
manner. This produced the opposition of every 
ferry company, now holding rights, and also 
every individual now in possession of city pro- 
perty, at nominal rents, and yet the measure was 
wise and just. 

These are among the causes that produced de- 
feat ; but had the convention closed its labors in 
time to allow The People to thoroughly exa, 
mine the provisions, they would have been 
adopted notwithstanding the opposition. It is 
to be hoped that the above, with various other 
suggestions, will be recommended to the ensu- 
ing legislature, for their adoption by a two-third 
vote. 








ANOTHER EVIDENCE AGAINST THE DeatH 
Penatty.—-Dr. Russell, of Michigan, charged 
with poisoning his wife, has succeeded, or rather 
his lawyer has succeeded for him, in obtaining a 
verdict of acquittal. The prosecution proved 
that the Doetor administered for his wife during 
her sickness, and that the medicine prescribed 
for her produced the most violent and continu- 
ous retchings. The water gruel and the chicken 
soup furnished to her under his care, afflicted 
two of her fema:: attendants with the most dis- 
tressing symptomsof the same character. He 
then cautioned the nurses against tasting his 
wife’s medicines or food, as, he alleged, her dis- 
ease was contagious. After extreme suffering 
and eight days of violent vomiting and purging, 
she died. Inafew days after, the Doctor left 
for Ohio. Suspicions had arisen, however, that 
all was not right; the body was taken up, and a 
post mortem examination disclosed the fact of 
@ quantity of metallic arsenic in the stomach. 
This evidence was all put in before the jury, but 
still the Doctor was acquitted. He is now en- 
joying the largest liberty as a tugitive from an- 
other indictment found by the same Grand Jury 
for an assault and battery with an attempt to 
commit a rape. It isnot unlikely that the Doc- 
tor has tarned his attention to this city, and per- 
haps is now officiating as the secret male prac- 
titioner in some female abortionist’s den.

The signatures, 
which are miserably written, are John Arnot, cashier, 
and Charles Cook, pres.—the notes made payable to 
C. Cook, which name is engraved. Dated January, 
1844, letter B. These two last items are but a poor re- 
liance for their detection, as the letter and date are 
varied to avoid the description in our list. The pub- 
lic cannot be too much on their guard against the ef- 
forts of the mumerous bands of counterfeiters which 
infest the city.

The Singular Robbery Case—Examination before the 
the Justice—Testimony of Mr. Schwab. 
East Happam, Dec. 17. 
Messrs. Came & Witxrs : 

Gentlemen—The third and final examination in the 
case of the robbery of Schwab, the little German ped- 
lar, took place on Saturday last, at Lyme, before Jus- 
tices Brockaway, Selden, and Warner. The proceed- 
ings resulied in the discharge of the negro, after a 
week’s imprisonment. The only evidence for the 
prosecution, was the son of the accused, a boy about 
sixteen, who told one story in court, another out.— 
Testimony was also adduced to show that he was 
something of a non compos, and not intellectually ona 
par with other boys in general. 

Until the lest trial many even doubted the existence 
of arobbery at all. But that fact was proved to a per- 
fect demonstration by Mr. Schwab himself. The mo- 
ney, 2 little short of seven hundred dollars, was in a 
common clasp-wallet, which was stitched in his pock- 
et. He testified that there were two persons connect- 
ed in the robbery—that as he was walking by the side 
of his wagon, one came behind him unperceived, and. 
with one hand over his mouth, threw him to the 
ground, when another appeared in front and, with an 
open knife, demanded his money or life—that they 
proceeded to rifle his pockets, but feeling something 
in one pocket that was not come-atable, in the ordinary 
way, they cut down the pants, cut off the pocket in 
which was the wallet,and fled. The pocket and pock- 
etbook were afterward found near the scene of the 
robbery, but the money was missing of course. At 
the examination, Mr. 8. described very minutely the 
lost wallet, which corresponds precisely with the one 
found. The court then placed this, with three or four 











other similar ones, before Mr. §., and requested him 





to select his own. . This he did instantly, and berst 


into teare, Tho fact of a robbery is unquestionable. 
The matter is not to rest here: the grand jurors and 
other officers, are on the alert, and probably before 
long, other arrests will be made.

The Van Ness Case—Pickpechets on the Railroad Care

Mesers. Camp & Witxrs :— 
Gentlemen—The Van Ness Case will be disposed of 
in a few days, and will result against the plaintiff, Mrs. 
Connor. The case excites mtch interest here, as the 
amount of real estate and leasehold property is very 
large. The attempt to introduce testimony relative to 
the amorous character of the old General, was very 
properly ruled out, as illegal and irrelative to the is 
sue, but I think the same conclusion should have been 
made in the testimony introduced against her. The 
contrast is too striking,as no body doubts that the plain- 
tift and deceased enjoyed all the accompaniments of 
married life, except the original ceromony of binding 
legally together. 
I observed several industrious pickpockets, connect- 
ed with cértain members of the Philadelphia and Bal- 
timore Police, in the cars between these cities. Two 
of them left at Gray’s Ferry, on being “ spotted” to 
the conductor, and three others at Wilmington. 
Washington is yet dull, and will be till the holidays 
are past. The Senate will probably adjourn over 
from Thursday ofthis week until Saturday of next, to 
allow members to visit their families or friends during 
Christmas and New Year’s.

vate scheme of Mr. Whitney. Similar petitions signed 
by three thousand additional citizens of your city, were 
also presented to the House by Mesers. Maguay and 
Miiter, members from yourcity. They were refer 
red to the Committee of Public Lands, as you willsee 
by the congressional proceedings. There is a feeling 
of decided favoritism to the National plan proposed by 
Mr. Wilkes, and a corresponding hostility to that of 
Whitney. ‘ 

John C. Calhoun is favorable to a National Road ex- 
tending through territories of the United States, and 
e0is every prominent Southern, Western, and South- 
western member of the Senate and House. 

The time of commencement, however, will not pro- 
bably be fixed until after the termination of the Mex- 
ican war, and the settlement of our boundaries and 
Pacific; possessions. 

Recent developments show that the report and sur- 
vey of the mouth of the Columbia river, by Lieut. 
Wilkes, ofthe Exploring Expedition,is false and entire- 
ly erroneous, and that the entrance to the fine harbor 
at the mouth of the river, is far, very far, superior to 
that of New-York city. The misrepresentations made, 
were for the purpose of preventing censure upon him- 
self, from the loss of the Peacock under his commend. 
The vessel went ashore at the mouth of the harbor, 
and it has since been proved that neither lead, line 
nor pilot were used to prevent it. 

A movenient will probably be made at this session 
to construct a Breakwater and Fort, below the Nar- 
rows in your harbor, to protect the city and give 
shelter to vessels entering in heavy, easterly and 
northerly winds, The Breakwater to be sunk from 
near the Coney Island shore, terminating on the Ro- 
mer Shoal. This would afford a fine anchorage for 
vessels inside, and also increase the depth of the pre- 
sent channel. itis a well known fact that the forts at 
the Narrows could not preventa dozen men of war 
from passing in with a good pilot, by Sandy Hook, and 
landing their troops on the Jersey shore. Nota gun 
now stationed could harm them, therefore the neces- 
sity of an additional fort in the lower bay for protec- 
tion is plain. The advantages to the commerce of 
New-York by the construction of a Breakwater for 
protection and anchorage, would be incalculable, . 

A bill will be introduced this session to choose Elec- 
torsfor President and Vice-President, by districts, and 
not by general ticket. It will be popular. 

The Cabinet is not too harmenious—I think there 
will be a change ere long.
